Russia Most Abide by 
Pledge Made. 


Uigbts of United States 9ler- 
chants Must he Fqnal to 
Russians in Manchuria— 
W ashington News. 


W ashington, May 19.—Regardless of the 
outcome of present negotiations re.spoct 
ing the political 
domination of Man 
churla, it can be stated that this gov 
em m ent Is preparéis to insist to the end 
upon commercial privileges for United 
States m erchants In Manchuria equal to 
those enjoyed by m erchants of other na 
tions, Russia included. The State depart 
ment has a pledge from Russia that even 
in the event of Manchuria passing under 
Russian control, our commerce and trade 
privileges should not suffer and it will 
hold that our commerce would suffer if 
Russian goods can enter Manchuria free 
while United S tates goods are forced to 
pay a duty. 
This attitude of the state 
department will. It is believed, go far to. 
w anls ‘ reassuring southern cotton inter­ 
ests, which have become alarmed at the 
possible loss of their very best market.

W ives and friends a t hom e w ere uneasy 
as the storm s cam e nearer. B usiness men

T he tw o elem ents com bined now moved 
off in a n o rtheasterly direction In a direct 
line w ith L iterberry, first striking and 
destroying the residence of Nelson H all 
killing Mr. H all and badly injuring his 
wife, and in its fu rth e r course stru ck the 
rc.sidence of T hom as H am m ond and u t­ 
terly carried it aw ay. 
M em bers of the 
fam ily w ere only h u rt and none killed 
Mr. H am m ond w as the only person along 
th e -track of the cyclone th a t carried any 
cyclone ln.«turance, and- he w as readily 
paid -some $1,500 by the com pany carry 
Ing the risk. 
The storm next stru ck the 
fine residence of A aron W. Petefl.'sh, ju st 
on the -southwest corner of the tow^n 
com pletely dem olishing it. and while sev 
era! m em bers of

were 
slightly h u rt none m et w ith severe In 
ju ries save the old fam ily dog thftt Was 
crushed" by falling debris. 


T he storm a t Its full height and fury 
now entered the tow n proijer and began 
its w'ork of destruction of both life and 
property by first destroying the residence 
of M rs. G riffin and h er sons, m erchants 
of the town. 
T here tw o lives w ere lost 
o u trig h t and four o th er m em bers of the 
fam ily w ere badly crippled. 


T he storm a t this point seem ed to spread 
and alm ost tak e in the en tire tow n sav< 
the extrem e north end, w here a few prl 
v ate residences w'ere left standing. 
B ut 
in all the m ain and cen tral portions of 
the tow n every church building, private 
residence and everj' buslne.ss building w as 
u tterly destroyed and carried aw ay by ■ «he 
storm elem ents. 


T en lives w ere lost in th is .storm and 
m any persons vfere severely Injured, som e 
of whom will carry scîirs w ith them to 
th eir graves. 
W e cannot pass w ithout 
m entioning the sad fate of Dr. Griffin 
and his fam ily. T he doctor and his wife 
and Infant d au g h ter w ere killed; his only 
.son, Freddie, a boy of about five sum 
m ers, escaped w ith a num ber of slight 
bruises, and th is son Is now atten d in g and 
will g rad u ate tfiis season from the S t 
Louis M edical college. 


Uncle Jolin T ro tte r and his «'ife w ere 
both killed o u trig h t and th eir re.sidence 
blowTi to atom s. M rs. M ary J. Stevenson 
w as also-killed and h er property w as to­ 
tally destroyed. 
T here jsvas bu t one vis­ 
ito r In the tow n on th a t fa ta l n ig h t—E ddie 
L iter, son of Jo n as L iter, a young m an of 
rare attain m en ts—and h e w as also killed 
by th e furious elem ents. 


As soon as the furious cyclone had p ass­ 
ed by, w hich only lasted about one m in­ 
ute, everybody left uninjured cam e fo rth 
from th eir hiding places and rendered all 
the assistan ce In th eir pow er to aid the 
crippled and injured ones to places of 
shelter and la te r in picking up the dead 
and carry in g th em to an em pty house in 
th e n o rth ern p a rt of the village. T he in­ 
com ing passenger traiii from th e n o rth 
w as stopped and rettim ed a s fa r n o rth as 
C handlerville to bring in all th e m edical 
aid th a t could be secure«! from G handler- 
ville and V irginia and returned w ith quite 
a num ber of the m edical profession from 
those points, as w ell a s from th is city. 
T he injured w ere given im m ediate a tte n ­ 
tion and next day lirought to th is city 
and cared for a t P a siâ v a n t hospital. T he

the first speaker, Duval ONeal, wlw 
spoke on *‘The Problem of Labor.” 
The gentieman discussed 
the 
dis~<^ 
content of the laboring classes, de­ 
claring it did not indicate a trend 
toward socialism^ but a higher idea of 
the nobility of labor. The laborer of 
lo day is struggling for greater free­ 
dom through organization. 
Modern 
labor unions were inspired by the in­ 
formal hilt effective union of capital 
js?ts. 
They stand i<ff shorter hours 
pnd adequate wages, simply that the 
higher standards of civilization now 
understood by all may he realized. 
Capital strives to secure the greatest 
amount of labor for least wages. Ma­ 
terial inequality among men will exist 
so long as some men* are foolish and 
some wise. 
The conflict Waged by 
organized labor can not but finally 
bind more closely 
together 
what 
seems to be the opposing elements of 
(Society, those whose capital is money 
and those whose caiiital is labor. 


“The Law of the Survival, of th 
Fittest” was the subject of J. E. 
Winterbottom’s oration. The fittcs^t, 
said the sjieaker, is not necessarily 
the best. The present age is swayed 
by greed. 
From a moral point of 
view’ the strife of the dav is hardly 
better ‘than the fight of gladiators. 
It is an open question whether mod­ 
ern civilization is moving along lines 
that lead to a higher life. 
Compe­ 
tition is being crushed out by the 
immoral means used by great com­ 
binations of capital. The same sur­ 
vival of the strong is seen in the con­ 
flict of nations, England’s, triiunph 
over the Boers was the survival of 
the fittest, but not of the l»est. Our 
oAvn ideals of international relations 
are increasinsrly in favor of war and 
agrression. 
The theory of securing 
peace by preparing for war is false 
and unchristian. It elevates physical 
above moral force. 
Our hope of 
elevation lies in a truer 
ideal 
of 
democracy and of the obligations of 
man to his brother man. 


Arthur O. Lindsay spoke on the 
subject. “The Problem of Capital and 
Labor.” The problem has ahvays ex­ 
isted. 
We are concerned with its 
present asoects. 
Laborers realizing 
their helplessness at the hands of 
capital have organized. 
Out of the 
conflict between the two is being 
evolved a new conception of their 
relation. The laborer has found him­ 
self bound down by a seemingly im­ 
mutable law' of demand and supply 
of labor. This law he "lias sought to 
offset, at least in its worst effects, 
by organization. The public has recog­ 
nized the fact that labor has griev­ 
ances from the loyalty which 'work­ 
men have shown their unions. Pub­ 
lic opinion has become the final court 
of appeal in the settlement of labor 
disputes. 
Evolution is better than 
revolution, and the struggle beA-ween' 
labor and eanital has been an evolu­ 
tion. The attempt of men prominent 
as leaders of capital and labor to 
bring about a better understanding 
betw’een the parties at strife gives 
promise of a peaceful and satisfac­ 
tory adjustment of the labor problem.
